Mr. W. E. Carson. Riverton, Va.: 

My dear Mr. Carson: I have re 
ceived the title deed for 164 acres 
of land for the camp in the Shen- 
andoah Mountains. This camp has 
come to have some private aspects 
due to the many contributions in 
its making. As I told you some 
months ago, I should like to put it 
in permanent form for the use of 
my successors. Moreover, as it lies 
in the area of the future Shenan- 
doah National Park, when the 
park becomes public property it 
will be desirable that no private 
property should be held within its 
boundaries. 


It is difficult to acknowledge all 


of the generous contributions to 
the making of the camp. You se 
lected the site, and through you 
the residents along the Rapidan 
deeded their fishing rights. The 
Marine Corps generously volun- 
teered to furnish the labor in erect- 
ing cabins and tents, in providing 
water supply, cutting brush, &c. 

The power company and the tele- 
phone company put in their con- 
nections without charge, making it 
possible for us to secure these ser- 
vices. 

The Shenandoah Park Associa- 
tion, together with the State of 
Virginia, and especially the Mad- 
ison County Supervisors, have ad- 
vanced the improvement of the 
road, which will form one of the 
fine openings to the new park. 
Local residents have contributed 
labor to the opening of the fine 
trails, and this week the Engineer 
Corps volunteered to further im- 
prove the road as one of its Sum- 
mer exercises. All this marks the 
greatest of interest and kindness 
in a desire to provide a week-end 
retreat for the President, for which 
your own energies in organizing 
these activities have not been the 
least of contributions. 

My contribution has been the 
purchase and preparation of the 
building materials, &c., together 
with some labor costs. I desire 
that the camp shall ultimately be- 
come the property of the Shenan- 
doah National Park, so that at the 
expiration of my term of office 
they may hold it for the use of my 
successors for a week-end camp, or 
if future Presidents do not wish to 
avail themselves of it, it is at the 
disposa] of the park itself. There- 
fore I would be glad to either deed 
it row or await the transfer of the 
park to the Federal Government, 
whichever you think best.

A new angle in the controversy

De- 
tails of the presentation at Dart- 
mouth House in London at which 
Frank W. Noxon of Alexandria, Va., 
acted as spokesman were outlined 
here. The andirons of which rep- 
licas were presented to the English | 
Speaking Union are now on view 
and in use at Mount Vernon in the 
room in which George Washington 
died. 

The offer was made on June 8 by 
William B. McGroarty, president of 
the Washington Society of Alexan- 
dria, and accepted by Alfred E. 
Johns, secretary of the English 
Speaking Union. Lord Balfour is 
head of the union. 

In his letter Mr. McGroarty out- 
lines the history of the Washington 
Society of Alexandria. 

“It was formed on Jan, 14, 1800, 
four weeks from the day of Wash- 
ington’s death, by Washington's 
close friends, including such men as 
Fitzhugh of Chatham, James Craik, 
chief physician and surgeon of the 
Continental Army; Chief Justice 
John Marsnall and many others of 
equal note in its membership, func- 
tioned for half a century, and was 
restored to vigor Jan. 14, 1928.’’ 


Casts Made in Alexandria. 


The replicas of the andirons were 
cast in Alexandria. 

Copies of the address delivered by 
Mr. Noxon were released today by 
Mr. McGroarty. 

“If feeling in the British nations 
resembles feelings in the United 
States, never in our time can there 
be an Anglo-American war,”’ Mr 
Noxon said. ‘‘Friendship with all 
peoples is increasingly a popular 
American aim.

“You are going rather far in that 
statement,’’ Mr. Ferguson inter-

ment. 


‘There must be a profit in any in- 
dustry or it will cease to exist,’’ he 
said. 


Denies Unions Are Panacea, 


He described the operation of the 
shipbuilding company at Newport 
News and conditions there to prove 
his contention that modern and im- 
proved conditions followed in the 
South as elsewhere when industries 
grew and prospered. 

‘Unionization is not the universal 
and complete panacea the American 
Federation of Labor would have you 
believe,’’ he told the delegates, and 
he mentioned the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, the steel industry and the Ford 
plants among those who ‘‘manage to 
survive and succeed’’ without it, and 
without strikes. 

“The unions aren't as strong as 
they used to be,"’ he commented. 

American labor is better off than 
labor anywhere else in the world, 
Mr. Ferguson said, and to this state- 
ment Mr. Tippett rejoined that a 
comparison with Europe was not fair. 
Mr. Tippett added that some labor 
was better paid abroad than at home, 
and that in England at any rate la- 
bor was strong enough to have con- 
trol of the government, which, he 

theld, is better than high wages. 

There has been a steady improve- 
ment ‘in the living conditions of 
Southern workers and this has been 
matched by the general improvement 
in educational facilities, roads, and

For protection against future strikes 
among cemetery workers, such as 
has been taking place at Calvary 
Cemetery, Queens, during the last 
ten days, eighteen superintendents 
of the larger cemeteries of New York 
announced yesterday that they had 
formed an association to get an un- 
biased arbiter to fix the wages and 
hours for cemetery employes. J. P 
O’Hara, president of the association 
and superintendent of Holy Cross 
Cemetery, said that they had asked 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, presi- 
dent of Columbia University, to ap- 
point one or more aroniters. The 
request, in part, was as follows: 

‘‘The claim has recently been made 
that the wage scale and working con- 


ditions of the men employed under 
our supervision are not fair to our 


men. No claims of this character 
have previously been presented to us. 
We were under the impression that, 


considering all the factors for this 
type of work, the men were com- 
pensated on an equitable basis. 

‘However, our various beards of 
directors desire to deal fairly and 
justly by all concerned, the employes, 
the public and themselves We are 
writing you to request that you sug- 
gest some such person, on the staff 
of Columbia University or a kindred 
institution, whose services we might 
engage for this purpose.”’ 

No outbreaks occurred at Calvary 
Cemetery yesterday, although the 
strikers continued to picket the walls 
and gates A heavy police detail is 
being constantly maintained, and 
three police cars and two mounted 
motorcycle police continue to guard 
the buses that carry strike-breakers 
from West and Canal Streets to the 
cemetery

TAKEN TO HOSPITAL 


Man Accased of Kidnapping His 
Own Son Collapses From 
Starvation. 


Samuel Bortman, 57 years old, of 
67 East Third Street, Brooklyn, was 
taken from the Bronx County Jail, 
where he had been awaiting the ac- 
tion of the grand jury on a technical 
charge of kidnapping his own son, 
to Fordham Hospital yesterday af- 
ternoon in a state of collapse. He 
was suffering from starvation. Offi- 
cials at the jail said Bortman had 
refused to eat for four or five days. 

It was reported that Supreme Court 
Justice Dike in Brooklyn had 
awarded custody of Borkman’s son, | 
Joseph, 9 years old, to his wife, Ida, 
who lives at 481 East 174th Street, 
the Bronx, during a_ separation 
action recently. 

Police of the Bathgate Avenue Sta- 
tion said, however, that Borkman 
went to the home of his wife on July 


22 and met their boy in the street. 
He took the lad to Spring Valley, 
N. Y., to which he was traced by 
detectives and arrested. Arraigned 
in West Farms Court before Magis- 
trate Douras, he was held in $1,000 
bail for the grand jury. He was un-| 
able to raise the bail. 

Borkman started his hunger strike 
after he had been in jail about a 
week. He steadfastly refused to eat 
and his vitality quickly declined. 
Yesterday afternoon Dr. George 
Radin, the prison physician, decided 
that since there was no way of 
forcing Borkman to take his meals 
he should be removed to a hospital 
before his condition became serious. 

Dr. Taub of Fordham Hospital 
said last night that Borkman volun- 
tarily accepted food when presented 
with the alternative of being forcibly 
fed. The patient's condition was re-|

CAPABLANCA MOVES AHEAD 





Defeats Miss Menchik to Place Third 
—Marshall Gains Draw With 
Bogoljubow. 





CARLSBAD, Aug. 7.—Rudolph 
Spielmann of Vienna, strengthened 
his position at the head of the field 
of twenty-two world’s experts in the 
international chess tournament at 
the Kurhaus today by scoring his 
sixth victory in seven rounds. Paul 
Johner, Swiss representative, and at 


one time champion of the Manhat- 
tan Chess Club of New York, was 
the Austrian’s opponent. 

Johner, with the black pieces, was 
anxious to check his opponent’s vic- 
torious career and he experimented 
in the middle game. This cost him 
a piece as Spielmann was alert to 
every opportunity. The latter has 
yet to lose his first game, his only 
check being a drawn game. 

Plaving a successful game against 
Dr. Treybal of Czechoslovakia, Dr 
Max Euwe of Holland, held second 
place, 1% points below the leader. 
A blunder by Dr. Treybal gave Dr. 
Euwe his opportunity. 


Capablanca in Third Place. 


Jose R. Capablanca of Cuba, scored 
his second consecutive victory, and 
moved into third place. The former 


world’s champion was pitted against 
Miss Vera Menchik of Russia, who 
had the choice of opening. She 
played well at the start, but as the 
position became more difficult, the 
woman champion became flustered 
and lost a chessman. Thereafter, 
Capablanca experienced no difficulty 
in advancing to victory. 

Frank J. Marshall, the United 
States champion, again displayed 
capital form, scoring a draw with E. 
D. Bogoljubow of Russia, one of the 
principals in the next championship 
match. Bogoljubow had the attack, 
but was unable to make headway 
against the steady play of the Amer- 
ican. 

The only other player to win a 
game today was Hans Mattison of 
Latvia, who scored against Yates of 
England. As in his game with Cana- 
blanca, tha British champion went 
astray and was forced to part with 
a chessman.

The visitors hoped that they would 
be able to get in some polo by Sun- 
day, perhaps in the Sands Point 
game of that afternoon, but this ap- 
pears doubtful now, as their ponies 
are not yet ready for work and the 
hard fields of this season have cut 
down. the pony forces in this country 
so that mounting the Britons for play 
would not be easy. It is possible 
now that they will not be in action 
before the arrival of the fourth mem- 
ber of their team, Captain Charles 
H. Tremayne, next week on the 
Aquitania, 

Colonel Wise, in dispatches which 
came from England early this year 
telling of the British plans for an In- 
ternational challenge next season, 
was named as a tentative member of 
the team for 1930. Captain Tremayne, 
who is yet to arrive, was named 
captain Colonel Wise has refused 
to be interviewed to a great extent 
on the subject of next year’s games 


Hope For Strong Team. 


“T would rather that Captain Tre- 
mayne say anything that is to be 
said on our plans for next year,’’ 
he said yesterday. ‘‘He is the cap- 
tain of the team while I am only a 
tentative member. I will say, though, 
that we are all determined to send 
a strong team and I hope we will 
be able to do it. 

“Personally, I think John A. E. 
Traill is the greatest player we have 
in Engiand at present. I think he 
is a great back. He is extremely 
wise in the way of polo and at back 
he is constantly keeping things go- 
ing the wrong way for the other 
side.’’ 

Traill is well-known in polo on this 
side. He is not. yet named as a 
member of the tentative British team 
and in the past the belief has been 
that British authorities did not feel 
that they could name him because 
of the fact that he had spent so 
much time in Argentina recently 

Lewis Lacey, however, played for 
British teams despite the fact that 
he was a resident of Argentina. 
Colonel Wise now feels, however, 
that Lacey is no longer eligible be- 
cause he played with Argentina in 
the 1928 games here. 

Colonel Wise at 9 Goals. 

Colonel Wise, who played here in 
1926 with the Princemere team and 
is rated at nine goals, at the top of 
the British list, is certain that Amer- 
can polo people will find Cecil Bal- 
ding a good player. Balding is only 
21 years old, a fairly big looking 
man in street clothes. He wears 
glasses, but even with this handicap

Earl Hopping, who is the father 
of young Earl, who helped to defeat 
the Argentines last Summer, is also 
confident that the man who will play 
No. 1 on his Eastcott team is a 
strong player “T believe;”’ he said, 
‘that we will have a very good side 
for the championship.

But the~general move is for- 
ward and upward. Some day there will be a hitter 
of more power than Babe Ruth and the future will 
see a better golfer than Bob Jones. There are track 
records that have stood for years, but sooner or later 
they are all cut down. There may be a physical limit 
to such things, but better performances will be seen 
long before the limit is in sight.

From Clam or Mussel Poison 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 7 (*).— 
With clam beds on the shores of 
Marin and Sonoma Counties under 
strict quarantine ordered by the 
State Department of Public Health, 
indications today were that five 
residents of this city were 
stricken after eating toxic clams 
would recover. 

Four other persons have died 
within the last week after eating 
clams or mussels gathered off the 
Northern California 

While an outbreak of mussel 
poisoning occurred in July, 1927 
this year was the first in which 
clam poisoning has been observed 
by the State Board of Health. 

Efforts to determine the exact 
cause of the poison, which in 1927 
afflicted 102 and killed 
six, have not had definite results, 
but research indicates it is caused 
by an organic change influenced 
by fluid and spawning conditions 
of the mussels.

Dr. Hayes was born near Cadiz, 
Ind. He enlisted in the Union Army 
when 17 and served throughout the 
Civil War. 

He was a surveyor in Indiana when 
he joined the Polaris Expedition un- 
der command of Captain C. F. Hall 
to search for the North Pole. 

Dr. Haves was one of twenty-five 
men who accompanied Charles 
Francis Hall in his attempt to dis- 
cover the North Pole, sailing from 
New London, Conn., the Polaris 
on July 3, 1871. The expedition was 
the first supported by Congress and 
it was the third led by Hall, who 
previously had gone twice to the 
Arctic in a vain effort to find the 
lost party of Sir John Franklin 

On Aug 29 1871, the Polaris 
reached the ‘‘farthest North’’ ever 
reached by a ship up to that time 
The party turned southward as Win- 
ter began and on Nov. 8 Captain 
Hall died. In the Spring the others 
started the homeward jourr but 
a few days later the Polaris was 
wrecked in a storm and nineteen 
men, including Dr Haye were 
stranded on an ice floe on which 
they drifted 2,000 miles to Labrador 
in the course of seven months. The 
remainder of the party stayed ith 
the wreck of the ship and later trav- 
eled 200 miles in small boats until 
picked up by a whaler near Cape 
York, on the northwestern coast of 
Greenland

Great care is exercised and secrecy 
maintained by Clearing House of- 
ficials to prevent any leak before 
the figures are officially posted on 
the bulletin board. Only accredited 
representatives of newspapers are 
permitted in the corridors and there 
are usually twenty-five to thirty of 
them on hand each morning to copy 
off the figures as announced and 
telephone them to their offices. 

Late last Fall one of the biggest 
number pools in Harlem was almost 
outwitted by a set of false numbers 
About two or three minutes before 
the official figures were to be posted 
a well-dressed man walked up to the 
board and wrote on it a set of fig- 
ures. Just when he had finished and 
a few of the massengers were copy- 
ing what he had written the Clear- 
ing House official in charge of the 
official figures appeared and the im- 
poster took to his heels. 

There are many stories of vast win- 
nings by the pool proprietors. Each 
pool maintains runners who are as- 
signed to certain territory, who sell 
the numbers, collect and pay off in 
the case of a lucky holder.

These bootleggers were the type 
ordinarily engaged in running liquor 
between Texas towns. Nothing in 
their appearance gave the agents 
warning. They were no better and 
no worse than thousands of other 
bootleggers who are operating daily 
in all parts of the country. And let 
it be remembered that the man who 
committed this act of violence was 
himself in no great danger from the 
law prior to the shooting of the cus- 
toms officer. H> was subject to a 
penalty at most of only six months 
and a few hundred dollars’ fine after 


conviction. Nevertheless, in an at- 
tempt to avoid facing that charge 


he shot down and killed an officer of 
the law. 


Indicted for Self-Defense. 


The case cited is not at all unusual. 
On Sept. 26, 1928, a prohibition agent 
named King stopped an automobile 
crossing a bridge at Jacksonville, 


Fla., and arrested a well-known boot- 

jlegger who was in charge of the load 
of liquor. When the agent stepped 
on the running board of the car the 
bootlegger pulled a gun and shot the 
agent, who fell into the road. Wound- 
ed as he was, King nevertheless man- 
aged to draw his own gun, and as 
the bootlegger started to drive away 
a running battle occurred in which 
Agent King killed the bootlegger. A 
disinterested workman on the bridge 
told the facts. 

While the agent lay at the point of 
death in a hospital the State authori- 
ties, as the result of sensational and 
unwarranted press reports which in- 
flamed the public mind and following 
threats of death from the deceased's 
associates, endeavored to obtain an 
indictment for murder against an 
officer who had risked his life in the 
performance of his legal duty and 
who had shot after being thrown in 
the road, wounded, and only in gelf- 
defense. 

I might cite dozens of other similar 
cases, but I will call attention to only 
one more. It is the case of the United 
States of America vs. James H. AIl- 
derman, charged with and convicted 
of murder and sentenced to death. 
The conviction has been upheld by 
the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the Fifth Circuit, and the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
has refused to review the case. The 
facts are these: 


A Murder at Sea. 


On Aug. 7, 1927, a United States 
Coast Guard patrol boat, on duty off 
the coast of Florida, stopped a small 


boat coming from the direction of 
Bimini in the British West Indies 
and headed toward the Florida coast. 
On boarding the boat the Coast 
Guard commander, Sidney C. Sander- 
lin, found one James H. Alderman 
in charge, with Robert K. Weech 
aboard, together with twenty sacks 
of liquor. Of the Coast Guard boat 
crew, only-Sanderlin was armed. He 
searched Alderman for weapons and 
found none

Alderman, the bootleg runner, then 
lined up the remainder of the Coast 
Guard crew and, menacing them with 
his revolver, said that he was going 
to ‘‘get’’ the rest of them. He then 
directed his own companion, Weech, 
to get the liquor back aboard their 
boat, tear out the gas pipe of the 
patrol boat and set it afire. Alder- 
man told the patrol crew that he was 
going to throw them overboard one 
at a time and shoot them, and that 
they might as well say their prayers. 


because they were all going to hell 
and they would need them. 
Meanwhile, he had secured two 
more revolvers from the pilot house 
and had given one to his associate, 
Weech, so0 that the prisoners were 
covered by three guns. A few min- 
utes later Alderman glanced down 
the hatch to see what Weech was 
doing with regard to the motor which 
he had ordered Weech to start. Tak- 
ing advantage of his momentary in- 
attention, the surviving members of 
the Coast Guard crew rushed toward 
Alderman and he began _ shooting. 
He succeeded in shooting one of 
them through the shoulder and head 
and in killing another. However, 
the others overcame him and later 
captured his associate, Weech. 


Bootleggers Mostly ‘‘Killers.” 


I have outlined the facts in this 
case to show what vicious criminals 
are in the bootleg business, and the 
risk of his life an agent runs. 

It the officer's duty to make 
arrests. The law gives the arrested 
man every presumption of innocence 
and much legal protection. 3ut he 
must go peaceahly with the arresting 
officer to the nearest magistrate for 
hearing. Resisting an officer is a 
serious offense. It has been such 
ever since governments were estab- 
lished. It has been the duty of all 
sworn officers of the law to bring 
in their prisoners ‘‘dead or alive.’’ 
That has always, since the days of 
Blackstone, been regarded as vital 
to the protection of society and the 
preservation of the State. 

In dozens of cases-—-hundreds in 
fact—arrested bootleggers are resist- 
ing, with force and with guns, offi- 
cers of the law who have the legal 
right and the duty to make the ar- 
rest and are discharging that duty 
lawfully. In no other class of cases 
has there been so much resistance 
to officers 

Every day, in some part of the 
United States, men are arrested by 
State and Federal officers for bur- 
glary, robbery, arson, mail robbery 
and other crimes for which the pen- 
alties are much more severe than 
those imposed for bootlegging. Yet

I had not been in charge of prose- | 


cutions under the prohibition law 
more than a few months before I 
discovered what many people since 
have acknowledged: that hundreds of 
prohibition agents had been ap- 
pointed through political pull and 
were as devoid of honesty and integ- 
rity as the bootlegging fraternity. I 
found that there were scores of pro- 
hibition agents no more fit to be 
trusted with a commission to enforce 
the laws of the United States and to 
carry a gun than the notorious ban- 
dit Jesse James. Among the evi- 
dences of this fact that early reached 
me was this letter from a judge 
known throughout the country as an 
upright, fearless, able jurist: 


More intelligence ought to be 
used in selecting prohibition 
agents. The majority of them in 


my district are stupid, and on the 
witness stand under cross-exami- 
natidn conducted by highly paid 
and able lawyers for the bootleg- 
gers, they crumple up. 

In my court room an agent tes- 
tified that between the 17th of 
October and the list of November, 
about fourteen days, he drank 700 
glasses of alcoho! and 700 glasses 


of moonshine whisky. That was 
a period of 14 days, and when 
1,400 is divided bv 14, it will be 
reasonably clear that he did not 


drink any such quantity. 3ut if 

he only drank a fraction of that 
amount it would be “3 to 
destroy his usefulness. Thi® sit- 
uation cannot be permitted to go 
much further because the judges 
are losing confidence in the in- 
tegrity and veracity of the govern- 
ment’s witnesses. 

It was my opinion in 1921, and It 
still is, that the government is com- 
mitting a crime against the public 
generally when it pins the badge of 
police authority on and hands a gun 
to a man of uncertain character, 
limited intelligence, or without giv- 
ing systematic training for the per- 
formance of duties that involve the 
rights and possibly the lives of 
citizens.

The housing plan was first suge 
gested a year and a half ago by Peter

others who believed that it would be 
a big step toward rehabilitation of 
the lower east side. At that time 
only 40 per cent of property owners 
would agree to private sale, and 
Mayor Walker said the percentaga 


was not sufficient to assure munic- 
ipal backing.

Cincinnati, 27.0; Pittsburgh, 25.2; 
Baltimore, 15.1 (exclusive of colds 
not confining the patient to bed); 
Syracuse, 26.8; Boston, 23.5. The 


average of all these localities, except 
Baltimore, was 29.7. 

Nearly 15 per cent of the popu- 
lation canvassed in 1929 gave a his- 
tory of having suffered attacks of 
influenza or grip, while 0.47 per cent 
gave a history of pneumonia and an 
additional 14 per cent reported colds 
which may or may not have been 
directly related to the epidemic. 

The incidence of pneumonia is 
shown to be about one-third as high 
in the epidemic of 1928-29 as in that 
of 1918. It is probable, says the 
Health Service, that the disparity 
between the two epidemics is greater 
than these figurs would seem to in- |! 
dicate, since the periods covered by 
the 1928-29 record are generally 
longer than those covered in 1918. 
Moreover the 1918 epidemic occurred 
at a season when the prevalence of 
pneumonia is normally rather low, 
whereas the recent epidemic oc- 
curred at a season when the preva- 
lence of pneumonia is normally 
rather high and increasing. 

Mortality records indicate a much 
greater disparity between the 1918 
and the 1928-29 epidemics; apparently

Steel Ingot production for July, 
though less by 9,000 tons a day than 
the June average of this year, ex- 
ceeded by more than 1,000,000 tons 
the amount turned out in July, 1928, 
according to figures released by the 
American Iron and Steel Institute 
|for publication today. The institute 
based its calculations on reports 
from 94.51 per cent of the manufac- 


turing plants. 

Steel ingot production has been re- 
duced nearly 2 per cent in the last 
week, with the average down to a 
shade above 94 per cent, compared 
with 96 per cent a week s@o and 
about 95'4 per cent two weeks ago. 

At this time last year the United 
States Steel Corporation was operat- 
ing slightly at over 76 per cent, with 
independent companies at 69 per 
cent and the average at approxi- 
mately 7244 per cent. At the present 
time the Steel Corporation is running 
at a fraction over 98 per cent, con- 
trasted with better than rated 
capacity in the preceding two weeks. 
Independents are down to around 91 
per cent against a shade above 92 
per cent in the previous week and 
|aproximately 91 per cent two weeks 
ago. 

The output for the month stood at 
94.88 per cent of capacity of the 
‘plants, a decrease of 4. in per- 
centage points from the June réc- 
ord, but when compared with July 
of 1928, the plants were working 


well above the average then main-| 


tained, which was only 80.75 per 
'eent of capacity. 

The output for July raises the pro- 
duction for the first seven months 
of the year to the record figure of 
33,805,267 tons. A year ago the pro- 
duction was 28,603,671 for the corre- 
sponding period, which was less than 
the total of 28,967,174 tons reached 
at the end_of June this year. 

Although the July output has been 
exceeded by four other months this 
year, it was higher than either Jan- 
uary or February, the total produc- 
tion for the first month of the year 
having been 4.243.834 tons, and for 
February 4,326,000 tons. April ex- 
ceeded the July figures by slightly 
less than 100,000 tons, and the June 
figures were slightly more than 43.,- 
000 tons higher than the month just 
closed. 

Open hearth production of steel in 
July was 3,275,294 tons, compared 
with 3,990,798 tons in Juné, and 3,- 
068,257 tons in July of 1928, in plants 
which manufactured 94.51 per cent of 
all steel of this nature produced in 
the country in 1928. 

The same plants reported Bessemer 
production for July at 649,950 tons, 
compared with 622,585 tons in June, 
and 528,588 tons in July 1928.

BUILDING PERMITS RISE | 
14 PER CENT IN MONTH 


Jaly Aggregate for 172 Cities Is 
$226,108,914—Decline From 
Total a Year Ago. 


Building permits filed in 172 citles 
of the United States last month show 
a gain of 14.6 per cent over June, 
but a decrease of 15.6 per cent from 
July a year ago, according to Brad- 
street's. Last month’s increase is 
contrary to the trend in recent years, 





| when July showed recessions from 
June. 


The figures are as follows: 
1929, $226,108,914; June, 1929, 
and July, 1928, $267,- 


July, 
$197,283,540, 
921,415. 
The total at New York City for 
July is $56,708,149, as against $37,- 
102,246 in June and $73,853,613 in 


July a year ago, a gain of 52.8 per 
cent over June, but a decrease of 
23.2 per cent from July last year. At 
the 171 cities outside of New York 
the total value of the permits is 
$169,400,765, as against $160,181,29¢ 
in June and $194,067,803 in July, 1928, 
a gain of 5.8 per cent over June, but 
a decrease of 12.6 per cent from July 
last year. Decreases are of smaller 
degree than in recent months from 
like periods a year ago. 

Features of the July report are that 
only two groups, the Central-West- 
ern and the Pacific and Mountain 
States cities, show decreases from 
June, whereas only two other groups, 
the New England and the North- 
western groups, 
July a year ago.

total value of permitted for building
